Ir» case Charles do Gaulle hasn’t l>een 
enough to dull y our liking for the French, 
then have a try at something else. Take, 
for instance, a* certain p lant about which 
the Ency clop aedia Britannica say s: “The 
leaves form a sp reading rosette on the very 
short stem; they are smooth, of a bright 
shining green, sessile and tap ering down­ 
ward 
The definition has a p oetic lilt, hasn't 
it? But there is nothing very p oetic about 
the p lant to which it 
refers—the dandelion. 
There is one g o o d 
thing about the dande­ 
lion, it is sp elled ex ­ 
actly as it sounds and that is almost a 
rarity in the English language. The y oung­ 
ster who gets that word in a sp elling bee 
has things going his way . But. hack to the 
French. If y ou don't like dandelions, y ou 
can blame the French, We don’t know what 
else they have to do with dandelions, but 
the name is d e r i v e d from the French, 
loosely translated as tooth of the lion and 
coming from the toothlike design of the 
dandelion leaves. 
The subject seems to be a liv ely o ne 
these day s. One reader with a lo t o f co nfi­ 
dence in the po wer o f the press has sug­ 
gested an edito rial admo nishing peo ple to 
get rid o f their dandelio ns. The request at­ 
tests to the nature o f this particular pro b­ 
lem. One can rid his o wn y ard o f these 
plants but all to no avail if the neighbo r 
fails to take similar actio n. 
With characteristic urbanity , Britan­ 
nica notes in regard to the origin of the 
dandelion that the herb “ has become a 
cosmop olitan and p estiferous weed, esp e­ 
cially in North America.” It also sp eaks 
of the herb’s makeup “which occasions the 
ready disp ersal of the fruit by the wind; 
each fruit contains one seed.” 


★ 
There y o u also have the “ seed” of our 
p roblem. The seed from dandelions in one 
y ard will literally infest the y ard n e x t 
door, making ordinarily friendly neighbors 
the bitterest of enemies. If y ou are not too 
careful with y our choice of words, the Bri­ 
tannica might fool y ou. Who would ever 
have described the dandelion as cosmop ol­ 
itan? Even “ p estiferous” is a rather p olite 
sounding term for something that the av­ 
erage homeowner has come to know sim­ 
p ly as a p ain in the neck. Yet, “cosmop ol­ 
itan” does mean p ertaining to a wide area 
and that fits the dandelion. “Pestiferous” 
may be a p olite word but we all know what 
it means and that meaning does include 
nox ious. 
This subject also affords us an op p or­ 
tunity to demo nstrate the damage that can 
he do ne by quo tes o ut o f co ntex t. 
The Bri-

tannica say s, in part, “ the eradicatio n o 
dandelio ns is easy . . .” With that mo st 
peo ple wo uld take v io lent ex ceptio n. Ob- 
v io usly , the fello w who wro te that just 
do esn’t kno w his dandelio ns. Only tro uble 
is. that isn't all the quo te. The full quo te 
is "The eradicatio n o f dandelio ns is easy if 
few plants are inv o lv ed.” That go es to sho w 
y o u what can be do ne with a few wo rds 
taken o ut o f co ntex t o r printed o nly in part. 
This is a dev ice frequently used by peo ple 
when the facts o r weight o f o pinio n are 
running against them. It is a way o f pick­ 
ing up suppo rt where no ne ex ists and a 
deceit that is o ften difficult to unco v er. 
Mo st peo ple take a quo tatio n fo r granted 
witho ut ev er go ing back to the o riginal and 
checking the v alidity o f the quo tatio n. 


The bad news in the Britannica article 
on the dandelion is this: “Digging the roots 
is the most effective (eradication). Unfor­ 
tunately , this is the time-honored means 
of figiiting this lawn p est. 
If all 
the 
hours digging dandelions were lined up in 
a straight line, they would stretch five 
times around the world,” 
That really is a ridiculo us statement, 
but it do es so und go o d. Actually , ho w can 
ho urs be lined up in a straight line, o r ev en 
a cro o ked line, fo r that matter? No r are 
we sure if there Is any such thing as a 
cro o ked line but there pro bably is. It is 
true, ho wev er, that a lo t o f time is spent by 
a lo t o f peo ple digging dandelio ns fro m 
their lawns. 
But as hated as the dandelion may be, 
y ou have to give it credit. Most things in 
_________________ nature being the sub­ 
ject of such a human 
onslaught of destruc­ 
tion would long ago 
have been ex tinct but 
the dandelion seems as p revalent today as 
it has ev er been. The flowering plants can 
appear o v ernight in the lawn as if by so me 
miracle. Cut them out by the roots and 
their flower immediately goes to seed And 
when all is said and done, we p robably 
hate the p lant simp ly because we have 
been conditioned to hate it. The dandelion 
really is not an ugly flower, is p rolific and 
blooms nearly throughout the y ear—highly 
desirable characteristics. As children, we 
were surely not imbued with a dislike for

the dandelion. 
In fact, children love the dandelion be­ 
cause it has a p leasing color and aroma 
and is found with such ease. The natural 
tendency is to consider the dandelion, not 
a p lant to be hated, but one to be selected 
as a gift to a friend, teacher or p arent. Just 
think of the back aches and dirty finger­ 
nails that could be avoided if such a y outh­ 
ful attitude p revailed throughout our lives. 


Special Session Business 


Sp eculation is keen that Gov. Frank 
Morrison will soon be calling a sp ecial ses­ 
sio n o f the legislature. The main p ush tor 
such an ex traordinary session comes from 
the recent State Sup reme Court ruling call­ 
ing for tax ation of stocks on their book 
rather than market value. 
This switch in valuation is ex p ected to 
mean at least a 5 0 p ercent cut in that p ar­ 
ticular tax base. It would mean a substan­ 
tial lo ss o f income at various levels of gov­ 
ernment and, for Lincoln, a serious blow 
to its to tal finances. Lincoln can raise by 
tax atio n o nly an amount determined, in 
part, by the stock values. 
If the stock valuation is down. Lincoln 
is more limited in what it can raise. It is 
figured that the stock valuation, if left to 
stand, wo uld giv e Linco ln less to o perate 


on in fiscal 1966-67 than it had in 1965 -66. 
If this were the case, a host of cap ital im­ 
p rovements now on the p ending list would 
go down *he drain. For the second y ear in 
a row. p ay raises for city emp loy es would 
p robably be out the window. 
The stock valuation p roblem seems sub­ 
stantial enough to warrant the sp ecial ses­ 
sion. If one is called, it should also include 
the University of Nebraska’s p roblem of a 
$5 00,000 deficit. It would be strange to let 
the matter of a deficiency ap p rop riation go 
over to the 1967 session if senators a r e 
called into Lincoln before that time. The 
state would be much better off with an an­ 
swer now to the financial p light in which 
the university finds itself. Both matters 
could be taken up by senators without any 
undue hardship. 


May Hold Our Answer 


A 3,202 p age book is off the p ress to 
sell for $44 a volume. We doubt that it will 
have heavy sale in Nebraska. 
It if the 164th annual edition of De- 
Brett’s, a volume devoted to listing and 
identify ing the members of the British 
p eerage. Since this y ear’s edition a l s o 
marks the 900th anniversary of the battle 
of Hastings (1066) when William the Con­ 
queror’s N o r m a n army defeated Sax on 
King Harold’s men thus p utting an end to 
Sax on England while marking the begin­ 
ning of Norman England, the book goes 
out of its way to reveal little known facts. 
In the first p lace we find the p resent 
Queen Elizabeth not only has descended 
both from King Harold and from his ad- 
versai*y , William the Conqueror, but she 
also descended from Lady Godiva 
The 
queen is less interesting than her lady an- 
cester who p rotested high tax es in Coven­ 


try in die Uth Century by r i d i n g through 
town, unclothed, on a horse. The legend 
does not say what hap p ened to tax es, but 
one thing is certain, the town of Coventry 
got an event that it still remembers. 
The p resent queen is different. She has 
given up on tax reduction 
and never 
thinks of ap p earing any where unless she is 
folly clothed. We guess this p roves that 
there will alway s be an England. 
Not enough is made of Lady Godiva’s 
famous ride, or at least the wrong thing is 
made of it We still do not know whether 
her threadbare ap p earance actually re­ 
duced tax es. If it did then Nebraska has a 
way out of its tax p roblem and the gov­ 
ernor would do well to sp end $44 of p ublic 
money to buy a IX» Brett and get to the 
bottom of the thing. In this day of bikinis 
and shorts it should not be hard to iind a 
modern Godiva.

He studied at the Ro y al 
Co llege uf Chemistry where 
he became superintendent o f 
the weather department o f 
the Radcliffe Observ ato ry o f 
Ox fo rd Univ ersity . He ev en­ 
tually became a lecturer o n 
chemistry at Chester. Eng­ 
land. 
While he was still in his 
twenties, Cro o kes fo unded a 
j o u r n a l o f chemistry and 
co ntinued to co ntro l and edit 
it fo r mo re than 50 y ears. He

edited 
the 
Quarterly 
J o urnal o f Science, o ne o f the 
first scientific jo urnals to 
achiev e an internatio nal rep­ 
utatio n fo r first publicatio n 
o f scientific papers o f emi­ 
nent 
scientists 
thro ugho ut 
the wo rld.

Mo st o f Cro o kes’ impo rt­ 
ant disco v eries and inv en­ 
tio ns were pro ducts o f spare 
time ex perimentatio n. 
His first famo us wo rk was 
the disco v ery o f a new ele­ 
ment which he named thal­ 
lium. Thhllium 
is a rare 
metal which is so fter than 
lead and resembles tin. Im­ 
po rtant industrial uses hav e 
been fo und f o r emplo y ing 
this metal. 
While study mg thallium to 
determine its ato mic weight 
and pro perties, Cro o kes dis­ 
co v ered a new pro cess fo r 
separating go ld and silv er 
fro m their o r e s . *niis pro ­ 
cess had immediate co mmer­ 
cial v alue. 
Further inv estigatio ns led 
to the disco v ery o f an instru­ 
ment fo r the measurement 
o f radio activ ity That instru- 
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kamp . just east of Geneva. It houses hy dro­ 
p onic p roduction of tomatoes and other veg­ 
etables. 
This is not Nebraska’s first ex p erience 
in hy drop onic p roduction, but we believe it 
is the most recent. One such p lant has 
been going for several y ears, p roducing 
lush y oung growth for fresh feed for a Ne­ 
braska dairy . 
Hy drop onics 
p roduction 
amounts to 
growing things in sp ecially treated wa­ 
ter. No soil is involved in the p rocess. It 
sp eaks of the day when a country with­ 
out adequate farm land can satisfy the food 
demands of its p eop le, p erhap s even 
of the 
day when cities will grow their own fresh 
food. 
Geneva can take p ride in this p ioneer­ 
ing venture and Nebraska can take note of 
the tact that, iike every thing else, agricul­ 
ture is changing. The Geneva p lant can be 
ex p ected to p roduce far more than would 
an acre of op en ground and it will p ro­ 
duce the y ear around. Massive machinery 
is not needed. Bests and damage can easily 
be controlled. 
Producing continuously for the market 
has hardly entered the thinking of Nebras­ 
ka agriculture nor has great diversification 
of crop s.

Those who have worked 
with the p roblem of Watts 
both before and after t h e 
tragedy of last August be­ 
lieve a basic cause was the 
feeling of isolation and alien­ 
ation obsessing many Watts 
residents a n d p articularly 
the y o ii n g e r generation. 
They do not believe they are 
p art of the sy stem; there­ 
fore, when a racial incident 
touches off violence, t h e y 
strike out against the sy stem 
as the> did in Watts.

Without this vacuum tube 
the electric lighting we have 
today would not have been 
p ossible. Crookes’ tube was 
also very imp ortant in the 
develop ment of all kinds of 
modern devices such as ra* 
dio tubes and X-ray ma* 
chines.

to manufacture sugar fro m 
beets, new pro cesses fo r dy e­ 
ing, metallurgy , sewage dis­ 
po sal and co utro l o f cattle 
plagues.

NASON ON EDUCATION 


Helping Problem Pupils Saves Money

A lagging student is an ex ­ 
pensiv e student. But he can 
be ev en mo re ex pensiv e if 
no t eno ugh is spent to put 
hi 
so lidly o n his feet as 
quickly as po ssible. 
The lo nger he o r she lags, 
the mo re mo ney it will co st 
bo th parents and tax pay ers. 
Tho usands o f s t u d e n t s 
must be co ntinually patched 
up thro ugh 
r e m e d i a l 
co urses, sessio ns with t h e 
co unselo r 
and 
tuto rs pro ­ 
v ided by parents. Yet, de­ 
spite all these spo radic ef­ 
fo rts, many o f them a r e 
still unable to carry o n satis­ 
facto ry wo rk under their o wn 
po wer. These are the ex tra 
ex pensiv e o nes. 
Tests sho w many o f these 
flo undering students do hav e 
the innate ability to succeed, 
but the usual pattern is that 
as a no n-achiev er y ear after 
y ear. 
The student neither kno ws 
why he is no t succeeding no r 
what to do abo ut it! I sug­ 
gest that this need no t be 
so ! So meo ne sho uld spend 
the necessary time to lo cate 
and help him so lv e his pro b­ 
lems. 


Fo r ex ample, J im’s marks 
to o k a sudden dro p in th e 
six th grade and stay ed that 
way into the 10th grade in a 
persistent slump. With an 
I.Q. 
better 
than av erage, 
J i m ’ s co unselo rs insisted 
that he co uld do better wo rk 
if he wo uld just try . J im had 
a go o d attitude and, acco rd­ 
ing to his parents, was well 
mo tiv ated. He actually tried. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
His p arents p rovided him 
with tutors whenever he was 
in danger of failing a course. 
The school p rovided h i m 
w i t h a remedial reading 
course during the seventh 
grade and another in sum­ 
mer school be t w e e n the 
eighth and ninth. 
Now, in the 10th, his low­ 
est grade was in second-y ear 
algebra — a “D”. He was 
m a k i n g a “C” in second- 
y ear French. His latest En­ 
glish comp osition before he 
came to me for consultation 
was graded an “A” o v e r 
“D.” The ideas he had p ro­ 
vided were well organized 
and well ex p ressed but he 
had missp elled 20 words. His 
algebra t e s t p ap ers con­ 
tained careless errors that 


were a major factor in the 
lo w grade 
When he went back o v er 
the English paper, he im­ 
mediately 
reco gnized 
t h e 
misspelled wo rds and fo und) 
he co uld spell them all cor­ 
rectly .

I suggested that on all fu­ 
ture comp ositions and ex ­ 
aminations he go over his 
p ap er a second time with his

For in­ 
stance, he was attemp ting to 
learn French without think­ 
ing in French.

way , he soon got a comment 
from his French teacher that 
his French was showing de­ 
cided imp rovement.

Washington Cfi—The United 
States was reported Sunday 
to favor moving both the polit­ 
ical a n d military headquar­ 
ters of the North Atantic Alli­ 
ance from Paris to Brussels. 
Washington was also said to 
be recommending 
replacing

Freneh standing group which 
guides NATO's military activ­ 
ities with a six-nation execu­ 
tive committee composed of 
the U n i t e d States, Britain, 
Germany. Italy and two rota­ 
ting members. 
In addition, it was stated, 
America is prepared to sup­ 
port a German o f f i c e r as 
commander of Allied forces 
in central Europe—a position 
presently held by a French 
officer.
